time rilver certificates have been rather
steady and neglecled. The drop ilseif
was apparentiy the reenit of closing ount
a few speculative boldings, the remnant
of the compsaratively large amount which
‘Wall etreet operators had teken during
the summer, when the prospects of the
free-gilver candidate looked much wore
promising than they afterwards became.
In tact, the bulk of this speculstive bull
scoount in eilver was liguidated some
weaks ago, when the decline in the

for silver would be extremely gloomy.
The dechine in the commercial price 1o
the past fortoight indicates, howsver, as
siready pointad out, that there hrs been
no erxtreordizary depression from the
esuse, Oo the other hand, the issue of
the journal in gquesiion eod the otber
Lordon finencial pepers at hand this
week, though written prior to our eleo
tion, contsin references to another factor
that bhas the apparect effect of steady-
ing silver for the tiwe being.
